WAS NOTED ORATOR. 
Previous to this period, he spoke fre- 
quentiy and held high reputation as an 
orator. In these earlier days his 
were the signal for the gath- 
ering of large audiefice and by many 
as an orator he was ranked witn Voor- 
hees, Ingalls, Wolcott and Vest. 

A man of extensive reading, lWheral 
education and retentive memory, he 
commanded a voluminous vocabulary. 
He spoke fiventliy and with ease and 
seemed never at a loss for something 
pertinent to say. 

He was a strong advocate of free sil- 
ver and took a prominent part In the 
debates connected with the silver leg- 


son, E. M. Daniel, and hie son-in- 
law, Fred Harper, were in 
the practice of law with him. 
Entering the Confederate army as 
Second Lieutenant of the “Stonewall 
Brigede,” in May, 1861, fe was 
wounded in the first battle of Manas- 
sas. Foon after he became Second 
Lieutenant of Co. A, 118th Virginia 
Infantry, and afterward was First 


Chief of Staff of 
serving until erip- 
pled at the battle of the Wilderness, 
May 6 1864. It was said by eye wit- 
nesses that Major Daniel wes 


had rescued Gen. R. EB. Lee from «4 
very perilous position. 

He served in the Virginia House of 
Delegates from 18608 ‘to 1872, and in 
the State Senate ffom 1875 to 1881, 
being a state senator when he was 
named for Governor in 188] on the 
Democratic ticket, to be defeated by 
William E. Cameron. ~ 

In 1884 he was elected to the House 
of Representatives in the Forty-ninth 
Congress, and before that term ex- 
pired was elected United Stateg Sen- 
ator for the term beginning March 4 
1887, succeeding William Mahone. He 
was reélected three*times, twice With- 
out opposition. In January he was 
reflected. for the term expiring 
in 1917,. but he was physically unable 
to go to Richmond, as was his custom, 


For no personal trait was Senator 
Daniel so noteworthy as that of wr- 
banity. Whether in private life or in 
his intercourse witn his Senatorial coi- 
leagues, his courtesy was unfailing. 
Even in the beat of debate and often 
under provoking circumstances, he 
never failed to submit to interruptions 
and to make polite response to inquir- 
les and objections. Hig treatment of his 
friends was worthy of the best days of 
the Old Dominion. 
SKETCH OF Hi8S LIFE. 

He was the senior minority member 
of the Committee on Finance, and held 
hign places in Many other important 
committees... He was chairman of the 
Committee of Private Land Claims. 
Senator Daniel was the only son of 
William Deniel, Jr.. whe for years 
was'a member of the Virginia Su- 
preme Court. His mother was Sarah 
Ann Warwick. He was born in Lynch- 
burg, September 5, 1842, and that 
place had ever since been his home. 
On November BM, 1880, he married 


in 1876 and represented the State as 
delegate-at-large to six national Dem- 
ocratic conventions. 

He was @ leader in the recent Vir- 
ginia constitutional cofivention and 
wrote the suffrage report which prac- 
tleally settled the on question in 
Virginia. 

Virginia never had a& more popular 
statesman. He was ever faithful to 
the ideas of Democracy and never once
